A Court Martini of the Captains in port 
was held, in presence of whom all hut the prisoners agreed to re­ 
turn lo their duty. 
The prisoners were then sent home in tw o 
dilTerenI vessels. 
The Jmlgmeiit of the Court Martial, the affi­ 
davits of the olllcers and their own statements, was the only te* 
lirimny against ihciii. 
The only qiieslboi presented in the case w a s—whether the 
conduct of C'lipt. Tuber was reasoimhle In not allowing the 
prisoners lil»erty ashore ? 
The Captain and ofllcers, in their af- 
fldaviis, could give their siiie of the case,Init the jirisoners could 
ne ilmi make their aflfdnvits, summon a witness in their behalf 
nor subject the ollicers to a cross examination. 
This point was 
strongly presented by 8. H Parker, Esq., who was counsel for 
them. 
The law was pressed closely against them by Hon. J . 
Mills District Attorney. 
Judge Davis also stated the law to be 
rather against the course pursued by the prisoners. 
The jury, 
however, acquitted them. 
Upon the announcement of the verdict, His Honor Judge 
Davis gave a few words of friendly admonition to the prisoners, 
and cautioned them against the danger of taking the law into 
their own hands, in cases of disagreement with their olllcers at 
sea. 


Mr Parker expressed his satisfaction at the remarks made by 
His Honor, but felt it to be his duty to observe in explanation 
of the conduct of his clients, that when ui ihe Ray of Islands, 
two of them at least were afllicted with the scurvy, and there­ 
fore it was requisite that they should be permitted to go on 
shore and receive medical treatment ; but the captain refused 
the j>ermission, and had declared that he did not caie if they 
did die. as he civuld heave them overboard, as he would any dog« 
In making this slatenient, Mr Parker said he was not, from the 
nature of the rase, in possession of such evidence as it would 
have been proper to submit to a jury. 
Mr Mills replied, that he regretted the absence o f the iieces- 
sary witnesses to the transactions on board the Isabella, but he 
felt confldeiil in saying that Capt. Taber bore the character of a 
flrsl-rate seaman, nnd a very humane man. 
Judge Davis adiled, that it was not a correct mofle o fp ro - 
ceeiliiig to send men home to be tried, unaccompanied by such 
witnesses as could relate what had actually taken place. 
(Jovvler and Freeland have brought actions against Captain 
Clark, who brought them home lor the cruel manner in which 
they were confined in doutde irons for several iiioiiihs. 
Ill coiiclu'ioii Mr Parker remarked, that the prisoners, 
though acquitted, were 
discharged 
al night 
in a strange 
place, where they were utter strangers, without a friend or a 
home. 


Judge Davis replied, that the Court could pass no order in 
their behalf in that respect.
